Mr. Klimmek has about 80 sheep and 
in 1925 he lost 18 from the depreda- 
tions of bear, in '24 35 and in ’23, 24. 
He lives in Big Creek township where 
bear are much less numerous than 
in other parts of this region, 

Sportsmen say that a bear does 
not relish fresh meat and will seldom 
attack any animal for the purpose 
of eating it, but this is how it works 
out: The bear strikes a ewe on the 
back with his paw to bring her to 
the ground and then proceeds to eat 
aut the udder in order to get the 
milk. The bear does not kill the ewe 
but she dies while he is looking for 
another and then her lamb dies. Men 
who have skinned sheep killed in this 
way generally find a bloodshot wound 
on the. back made by the bear’s paw 
and the udder or bag is always eaten 
out, so there is nu guesswork about 
the matter. 

Jn our first page we give some 
statistics of the livestock industry in 
the northeastern counties of Lower 
Michigan which seems to be of 
enough importance to merit consider- 
ation. All of these eleven counties 
are infested by bear. 

As the evidence accummulates we 
are losing all patience with the idea 
of protecting bear in the Lower 
Peninsula—Mio Telegram.
